Tests to show the 
presence of the diseases and medi­ 
cine for treating them may be pro­ 
cured free from the state wi cases 
where the patient can not afford to 
pay for it. 
Dr. Bennett pointed out th at in­ 
creasingly large numbers of indus­ 
trial plants are requiring workers 
to submit to tests for social dis­ 
eases and th at the law requiring 
pre-m arital examination before the 
granting of marriage licenses is 
becoming widespread. At present, 
he said, only 16 of the 48 states 
have such laws, Ohio not included, 
but the desire for the passage of 
the law Is apparently glowing.
